Now nearly all nations have 
gone off the gold standard, but before 
the war, any nation off the gold 
standard was considered of no ac- 
count. Unemployment has trebled in 
three years, and it will take more 
than economic conditions in Canada 
to correct this state of affairs. Peo- 
ple with money fear to invest it, and 
those with property are converting it 
into liquid cash at every opportunity.

Prof. Corbett Gives Talk on Pioneers 


of the Hudson's Bay Company, spent 
the years 1752 and 1753 among the 
Indians between Calgary and the 
Battle River. He was the first white 
man. to visit this section.

It is private 
trade between individuals of different 
nations and therefore we call it in- 
ternational. trade. Between individ- 
uals there are a great many transac- 
tions which are not mercantile; that 
is, they are not the transfer of merch- 
andise.

it. That is, he renders you a service, 
and you pay him for the service, You 
may purchase an insurance policy, 
you may pay interest upon a loan, you 
may fborrow money which is in real- 
ity borrowing a call upon goods or 
borrowing geods. 

Between nations the exchanges are 
still more complex. There is borrow- 
ing and lending, the buying and sell- 
ing of securities.

TIRE WHISPERS 


‘Carried out by Prof. G. R. Ander- 
son of the University of Toronto, 
complete tests on tire noises have 
just been made and the results tabu- 
lated. They showed that tread noises 
were negligible. Reproducing driving 
conditions in the laboratory, a stand- 
ard tread tire, at 20 miles per hour 
on concrete, registered 6.5 decibels 
of sound. The decibel is the scientific 
standard of noise measurement. As 
10 decibels represents the uproar 
made by leaves rustling in the breeze 
the tire had the same status as a 
minor whisper. Road tests at speeds 
from 20 to 55 miles per hour showed 
that the sound of the car in motion 
rose gradually to 63 decibels at the | 
tcp speed. The tire noises, he con- 
sidered so small as to be of practical- 
ly no importance,

Abolition of the present system of 
‘gmall municipal districts in the prov- 
ince, and the creation in its place of 
a system of “enlarged municipal 
areas”, under which 166 municipal 
‘districts now in operation, together 
with some 143 ! aprovement districts 
‘now administered by the provincial 
government, would {be amalgamated 
into some 40 “enlarged” areas, there- 
by oliminating a large part of the 
cosc of government, both provincial 
and municipal, while increasing ef- 
ficiency of administration, is pro- 
posed in a plan announced this week 
by Premier J. B. Brownlee. A saving 
in municipal administrative costs 
alone of over one-quarter million dol- 
lars of three-quarter of a mill on the 
total rural assessment in the prov- 
ince is estimated, while the saving in 


provincial administrative costs and in 
the costs of all public figures will 
run into very large figures. 

The proposal, which has already 
been before the provincial cabinet, 
and is now presented to the public by 
the Premier, is the result of two years 
of rather exhaustive study and sur- 
vey of the province conducted by an 
official of the Department of Muni. 
cipal Affairs. The plan is entirely 
diferent from any scheme of large 
municipal organizations in existence 
dn Canada or the United States, and 
is simply the application of our pres- 
ent small municipal unit to the larg- 
er area and continues the existing 
idea of only one authority for muni- 
cipal administrative and taxing pur- 
poses.

the last convention of the municipal 
districts association, be discussed fur- 
ther with the executive of that org- 
anization who have already been in 
consultation with the departmental 
officials in its preparation. It will 
then be submitted to the next con- 
vention of that association after 
which it is hoped it will be ready for 
submission to the next session of the 
provincial legislature. As a basis for 
discussion only, a map has been pre- 
pared setting out a plan of consolid- 
ation which appears reasonable and 
equitable to the departmental of- 
ficials, but this map will, of course, 
he subject to adjustment, both as to 
the number of large units and their 
boundaries, as a result of further dis- 
cussion. The new districts would be 
set up in accordance with certain fun- 
damental principles, more or less as 
follows: 

Grouping of localities having a com- 
mon interest, and being of the same 
general agricultural and geographic- 
al classification as far as possible. 

Maintenance of the municipal boun- 
daries along township and range 
lines save where natural boundaries 
such as rivers might more advantage- 
ously be used. 

Existence of sufficient population 
and assessable property so that each 
unit could function economically. 

Consideration of the accessibility 
of the administrative centre. 


Government ot the units would be 
much the same as the government of 
the present municipal districts. There 
would be a council of six or eight 
elected from six or eight wards or 
electoral divisions established in the 
enlarged municipal area, with the 
possible chance of having the reeve 
or chairman of council elected at 
large, rather than by appointment 
from the membership of the council 
as at present. 

Premier Brownlee, in discussing 
the new plan, points out that the de- 
velopment is a logical one, in view 
not only of the urgent necessity for 
reducing the general cost of govern- 
ment wherever justified, but also in 
view of the fact that with the vastly 
improved facilities of transportation 
and communication of the present 
day, enlarged areas are in reality 
more easily administered than were 
the smaller units under: the conditions 
which existed when the present sys- 
tem was created. 

One of the great benefits of the 
scheme would be the large economy 
in the cost of administration, both 
provincial and municipal, already re- 
ferred to. , 

Other 
would be: 

A greater equalization of the tax 
burden, 

A more uniform and more equit- 
able assessment of the lands in the 
area, since the judgment-of the as- 
sessor would ‘be applied over a very 
much larger area. 

More uniform school levies, and a 
saving in the administrative costs of 
education. 

A more co-ordinated system of road- 
building, the enlargement of the muni- 
cipal areas making it possible to 
bring the réads into alignment with

those of other districts and with the 


general provincial highway plan. 

The plan, if adopted, would pre- 
sent, also, the opportunity for a re- 
view of the whole field of taxation =e 
between the municipalities and the | 
government. The possibility is sug- 
gested that the provincial govern- , 
ment would abandon the field of real | 
of real property taxation, leaving that 
to the jurisdiction of municipal coun- 
cils, urban as well as rural.

DIRECT RELIEF PLAN FAVORED 


Edmonton, June 17.—Relief is to be 
handled henceforth on a direct relief 
basis and no plans have been formu- 
lated for work projects this year, ex- 
cept on a sustenance foundation such 
as applies in the brush camps, declar- 
ed Premier J. E. Brownlee, Friday af- 
ter his conference with Mayor D. K. 
Knott and members of the city coun- 
cil on Thursday. The Premier said 
that understanding to this effect was 
reached at the parley. 

“There is no alteration in the ex- 
isting arrangements as between prov- 
ince and city,” he declared. 

‘Continuing, the Premier said that a 
very full and frank discussion had 
taken place from 4:30 p.m. until 7 p. 
m. The conference was in the nature 
of a general discussion on all ques- 
tions involved in the general prob- 
lem. 

“From the government’s standpoint 
the parley was very satisfactory,” he 
said, “and more especially as there is 
now a clearer understanding on all 
points.” 

Renewed efforts will be made to 
have the Dominion Government ac- 
cept 50 per cent of the responsibility 
for direct relief. 


Folks in the district are warned 
that if they don’t come frequently to 
Wetaskiwin they are likely to miss 
something.

MUST PAY BALANCE 
OF TRACTOR PRICE 


Tallak and Inger Sather, Sedge- 
wick, will have te pay for their 
tractor.

ALBERTA SHOWS 
RAPID GROWTH 


Ottawa, June 17.—The increase in 
the population of Canada between 
1921 and 1931 was 1,586,247. Of this 
increase 567,128 took place in the 
four western provinces and 513,590 in 
Quebec, it was reported by the Do- 
minion ‘Bureau of Statistics today. 

The population of the prairie 
provinces grew more than two and 
a half times as fast between 1926 
and 1931, as it did between 1921 and 
1926. Alberta grew almost seven 
times as fast. 

Tie prairie provinces have now 
23 per cent of the population § of 
Canada. Twenty years ago they 
had a little over 18 per cent; thirty 
years ago less than 8 per cent. 

The province showing the largest 
increase in population in the ten 
years from 1921 to 1931 was British 
Columbia, which increased 32 1-3 
‘per cent. In the second place, almost 
neck and neck, came Saskatchewan 
and Quebec, with about 21 1-3 per 
cent. Canada as a whole increased 
about 18 per cent. 


PRICE OF BREAD 
IN LONDON, ENGLAND 


The price of bread in London, Eng- 
land, has been reduced from 7d. to 
644d. per 4-lb. loaf.

At this time there were few 
competent geologists in the United 
States and fewer still gem experts 
capable of valuating rough diamonds. 
But Wilson knew enough to see that 
there were no geological formations 
which might indicate the presence of 
diamonds. He wandered over the 
field, however, and like other invest- 
ors was rewarded by kicking up some 
diamonds and other stones. Unfor- 
tunately a close examination showed 
upon cne of them the mark of a-lap- 
idary’s teol. The truth suddenly em- 
erged. The diamond field had been 
salted. 

Wilson returned to civilization 
about the time the first report came 
from Baron Rothhschild upon receiv- 
‘ing: the diamends shipped to him in 
Londen. They were practically worth- 
less, kKnewn in the trade as nigger 
heads. Laier on the London dealer 
who had sold some $35,000 worth of 
them and other semi-precious stones 
to a v’siting American a year or two 


Coming much nearer home, all are 
familiar with the K.IK.IX. activities in 
Saskatchewan, and it was probably 
no idle boast that they swung the last 
provincial Saskatchewan election on 
an appeal to religious bigotry. It is 
not pleasant to contemplate the ex- 
tent to which this bigotry might be 
carried, if their power were extended. 

The Winnipeg Free Press, no doubt 
expresses the attitude of Manitoba 
when it says: “The real objective of 
those who promote the Ku Klux Klan 
is made pretty clear by what has hap- 
pened in Saskatchewan. Early fig- 
ures issued in that province: show that 
the Ku Klux Klan organizers enrolled 
13,000 at $13 a head. This \brings a 
total of $170,000. Some of this would

The Free 
Press submits any citizen of Man- 
itoba who has $13 to spare can find a 
much more useful way of spending it 
than handing it over to help wag the 
tail of an imported animal of a most 
uncertain breed.” 


This expression of opinion corre- 
sponds with the feeling of the major- 
ity of Albertans. Unfortunately how- 
ever, it is becoming apparent that 
the Ku Klux Klan is making a strong 
attempt to become a factor in the po- 
litical and social movements of this 
province. Those most susceptible to 
K.K.IX. pronouncements, appear to be 
of warped, distorted intellect, easy 
victims of any appeal to prejudice. 
Through such instruments, the pois- 
onous doctrines may creep into so- 
called Protestant lodges, into church- 
es, into every element of social life, 
creating cleavages and distrust where 
none before existed. Many speaking 
from bitter experiences, testify that 
the entrance of the Ku Klux Klan, in- 
to certain neighborhoods and towns, 
has created havoc that years will not 
overcome. 

There is a prevailing dissatisfac- 
tion at present with the lot of the 
“little people” the world over. Men 
are showing a tendency to think more 
considerately of the welfare of the 
masses of the people. There are 
movements in progress by which so- 
ciety may be re-organized to provide 
a securer, fairer measure of liveli- 
hood for all. This is the goal upon 
brotherhood and more __ practical 
which all should centre, a_ larger 
Christianity. 

A movement such as the K.K.K. 
which exploits the ignorant and the 


bigoted to its own ends, which sows 


seeds of religious and fraternal sus- 
picion, should be stamped out before 
it gains headway. After all it bears 
certain earmarks of another financial 
“racket.”"—High River Times.

The cause of tuberculosis is a 
germ known as the tubercle bacil- 


lus. Tuberculosis cannot occur un- 
Jess this germ is present. There are 
conditions such as_ overcrowding 


which favor the spread of the germ 
from the sick to the well. There are 
conditions of the body, such as over- 
work and fatigue, which give the 
germ a better chance to cause dis- 
ease. ~ : 

None of the conditions which favor 
the germ can in themselves cause 
the disease, the germ is the one and 
only cause. This leads us then. to 
consider where the germ comes from 
and how it is spread. 

The tubercle bacillus does not, ag 
far as we know, live in nature out- 
side of the human or animal body. 
This means that the germs come 
from human {beings or animals suf- 
fering from tuberculosis. The trans- 
fer must be fairly direct because sun- 


‘light and drying destroy the germs 


fairly quickly once they are outside 
the body. 

The important point to understand 
is that tuberculosis is spread by 
those who have the disease, whether 
they know they have the disease or 
not. This means that tuberculosis

Most cases of human tuberculosis 
get the disease from other tubercu- 
lous humans. Tremendous numbers 
of germs leave the body in the spu- 
tum of those suffering from active 
tuberculosis. It is the transfer of 
this sputum, laden with the germs of 
tuberculosis, which accounts for the 
spread of the disease. 


The transfer may be direct as in 
kissing or by coughs, sneezes or loud 
talking. It may be indirect as in the 
use of common eating and drinking 
utensils. In one way or another the 
sputum of the case reaches. the 
mouth of a healthy person. The more 
frequent and the more intimate the 
exposure, the greater the chance of 
spread and so the spread commonly 
occurs in the family. 

The case who has learned to take 
the necessary care to prevent the 
spread of his sputum is not a dang- 
er to others. It is the ignorant or 
careless case that is responsible for 
the spread of most of the disease. 
Tuberculosis causes tuberculosis— 
every new case comes from a pre- 
vious one.

Edmonton, June 17.—Only one 
more judge in Alberta willbe needed 
to fill presént vacancies and provide 
adequately for the court work of the 
province, in the opinion of Premier 
Brownlee. An appointment would be 
necessary for the Peace River dis- 
trict, he said Thursday, because of 
the distance and growth of that part 
of the province, but in the Stettler 
and Hanna districts the work could 
be handled without making any new 
appointments.
